March 1*—(*) — Henry Pu- 
Yi, last of the emperors of 
old China, became Emperor 
Rang Teh, first of the rul- 
ers of the new nation of 
Manchukuo today. 


Hie enthronement, through 


religious and secular services, was 
performed in sub-zerq weather un- 
der the protection of sold lore of 
Japan, the nation which carved 
Manchukuo out of China and gave 
Pu-Yi an orchid throne in ' place 
of the throne of the dragon. 
History probably will record the 


enthronement of the 28-year-old 
sovereign as the 
briefest, 
most 
perfunctory, and most machine- 
like ever held. The ceremonies 
moved with the precision of the 
Japanese military machine. 


The Emperor Kang Teh him- 
self gave the only human touch 
to the occasion when, shortly aft- 
er ascending his ebony throne, 
decorated with the orchid of the 
dynasty, he declared in the quaint 
flowery Chinese language that the 
new empire was founded on the 
principles of love for all men and 
heavenly will. • 


"The establishment of the mon- 
archy,"

SIMPLIFYING JUSTICE 


Any 
reform 
in 
crim- 


inal court practice that will 
tend to make justice more 
sure and swift would be a 
welcome development in this 
country. 


An experiment along this 


line is now being tried in 
Illinois, with news of its 
first application coming out 
of Chicago, a city whose 
right to explore such ground 
is not exceeded by that of 
any other. 


A new state law relating 


to the delivery of instruc« 
tions to a jury by a trial 
judges greatly simplifies this 
procedure. The judge is per- 
mitted to present his instruc- 
tions in language simple and 
easily understood by the 
least Informed of jurors. Le- 
gal verbiage which would 
serve only to complicate the 
issues involved and cloud the 
minds of the jury is elimin- 
ated. In addition, the in- 
structions instead of being 
delivered orally are given 
to the jury in printed form. 
They thus can be studied 
leisurely by the men who 
are to decide the case, and 
chances that a just verdict 
will be returned are greatly 
increased. 


The experiment should 


prove of much interest to 
other states, where court 
practice still 
is cluttered 


with ancient forms and pro- 
cedure that tend to defeat 
justice, or, at least, make 
the task of administering it 
much more complicated and 
difficult than it should be. 
If successful, its adoption by 
other states may be looked 
for.
